Perven employer who were in the 
company office were lined up with 
their faces to the wall by one of the 
men who flourished a pistol. The 
other intruder, pointing a pistol at 
Herman Dressel, the cashier, com- 
pelled him to take yesterday's col- 
lections from the safe and put the 
money in a sack. 

The robbers then fled to an au- 
tomobile parked outside in which a 
confederate was waiting. 

“Seven of us were working tn the 
office when the two walked in,” 
Arthur Loughlin, assistant cashier, 
told police. “The minute they were 
inside, they pulled pistols from be- 
neath their coats amd said: ‘Get 
over there against the wall.’ 

“They appeared to know that 
Dressel was cashier, and ordered 
him to go to the safe where the 
collections are kept.

The section that suffered most in 
loss of life in the tornado, where 
it appears from the property dam- 
age. that the storm attained the 
peak of its fury, is bounded on the 
east by Prairie avenue, on the west

This district is 
less than half a square mile in 
area.

“In the East and on every coast 
those of us who were trying to de- 
velop American shipping began to 
see that we couldn't get anywhere 
without the Middle West, for the 
Middle West controls the majority 
in both houses of Congress. That 
Was exemplified a few years later 
when a number of us in the East, 
working for a navigation improve- 
ment, could muster only one New 
York Senator and about 30 New 
York Congressmen. Then James 
E. Smith of St. Louis, president of 
the Mississippi Valley Association, 
goes to Washington and over night 
has 150 members of one house or 
the other ready to jump at the 
crook of his finger. 

Middle West Gives Support. 

“But our big job, in the begin- 
ning, was to get the Middle West 
out of its apathy. Success trembled 
in the balance until the war. and 
then, at last. the Middle West got 
solidly behind the Merchant Marine 
and has been back of it ever sir.ce. 
The Mississippi Valley did come 
out of its apathy. Who have been 
the bosses of American shipping, 
on the Shipping Board, for 
example? Middle Western men, 
nearly every one of them. 

“Along in February, 1919, people 
around St. louis were pooh-pooh- 
ing the barge service which the 
Government had just inaugurated 
on the Mississippi. Its importance 
to ocean trade was obvious to us, 
and 1 came out here to urge that 
if the Middle West wanted to keep 
its waterway appropriation, it must 
put business on the river. 

“Mr. Smith and a few others—]I 
remember particularly Mr. Festus 
Wade, who died the other day— 
saw the sense of it, and a few 
months later those barges were go- 
ing down the river chock-a-block 
full, From thatday St. Louis and 
New Orleans started on their 
ocean port .career. 

“St. Louis is little further from 
the sea than Montreal. and not 
half so far as many South Amer- 
ican ports, on the Amazon, for in- 
stance. Newark, a few years ago, 
was as much as inland city as 
Omaha. Under Mayor Thomas L 
Raymond we spent $11,000,000 on 
a channel to the sea, and now we 
have the very best thing in the 
port of New York. We are on the 
mainland of the continent, whereas 
New York is on three islands, and 
we can transfer ocean commerce 
from steamer to rajlroad at much 
less expense. 

“Mississippi navigation can be 
increased a thousandfold. In Ger- 
many this river would be simply 
covered with steamers and barges.

URGED ON ALDERMEN 


Legislative Committee Hears Argu- 
ment on Measure by Various 
Interested Bodies. 

The regulation by ordinance of 
the operation of service cars will 
be discussed at a meeting of the 
Legislative Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen in City Hall today. 

The meeting will be attended by 
Tepresentatives of the Safety Coun- 
cil, Board of Education, Autémo- 
bile Ctub of Missouri, tixicab com- 
panies, the United Railways Co., 
People’s Motorbus Co., and the Po- 
lice Department. 

Robert E. Lee, president of the 
Bafety Council, said many careless 
drivers operated service cars, A 
bill providing for the regulation of 
Service cars has been introduced 
In the Board of Aldermen, which 
the agencies attending the meeting 
are anxiou sto hava passed.

The Effect of Tornadoes on Architecture.

T. LOUIS was built largely by foreign- 
born coming from lands where a stiff 
breeze is the limit. The 1896 tornado

Within the last 25 years furnaces have 
been installed in many homes, but the 
old chimneys that served the fireplace or 
stove (one for each room) are still in 
evidence. All unused chimneys ought to 
be leveled to the roof thereby increasing” 
comfort and safety and improving the 
looks of the building.

| of the Continental Trading Co., was organized by 
Sinclair and a number of other big oil men. The 
company performed no legitimate commercial func- 
All it did was to buy a large quantity of crude 
oil—some thirty-odd million barrels. It arbitrarily 
boosted the price of this oil by 25 cents a barrel. It 
pocketed a tainted profit of some $2,000,000. Fall's 
share of the swag, according to the Government, was 
$233,500, paid in bonds circuitously and secretively 
delivered. 

The Government has been handicapped in the pros- 
ecution of this case by the absence of two erstwhile 
prominent oil men who are believed to have been 
associated with Sinclair in the Organization of the 
Continental Trading Co. Those men are H. M. Black- 
mer, formerly chairman of the board of the Midwest 
Refining Co., and James E. O'Neill, former president 
of the Prairie Oil and Gas Co. . 

Blackmer and O’Neill fled the country. They put 
themselves beyond the reach of the subpena. But 
a law Written by that Nemesis of the whole gang, 
Senator Walsh of Montana, has made the retreat of 
those exiles uncomfortable and expensive, and they 
at last are returning, we are told, and will testify 
in the forthcoming trial. 

It is a long time since April, 1922. Almost five 
and a half years. Yet not one man involved in this 
gigantic plunder has forfeited a second of his lib- 
erty. Of course, they have not escaped the conse- 
quences of their conduct. Public opinion has passed 
its judgment on them. But his majesty, the law, has 
been powerless to punish them. 

That is the tragic dictum of the oil scandal—the 
impotency of the law to bring powerful law breakers 
to justice.

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ADMIRAL MAGRUDER: JEFFERSONIAN. 

Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magrdder, who is now 
under fire becaus@ of his fearless and public-spirited 
remarks about extravagance and inefficiency in the 
navy, got down to hardpan in elucidating his criti- 
cism before the Philadelphia Forum. He summed up 
his notion of what is wrong with the navy and what 
should be done about it in two pithy paragraphs: 

The trouble with the navy is not with the of- 
ficers or with the men, but that we are suffer- 
ing from an increased centralization of author- | 
ity or power in Washington. 

I have stated that the navy is overorganized. 

I would take away admirals and officers from 

Washington and place them in active service on 

some of the ships that are tied up in the navy 

yards. Our great trouble with surplus officers 
in Washington is that each has stenographers 
who help them turn out so much detail for the 
active officers that there is very little left for the 
{nitiative of the men in charge. 


Admiral Magruder’s diagnosis of the navy’s ail- 
ment thus becomes ‘quite cjear. It has, he charges, 
become infected with the virus of overcentralization 
and bureaucracy whieh is troubling other branches of 
our Government. We need not be surprised, there- 
fore, if congressional investigation confirms the Ad- 
miral’s charge that this department is inefficient and 
extravagant, and that the initiative of its active 
members has been throttled by the red tape of cen- 
tralized control. Bureaucracy has always been ac- 
companied by these vices. 

Admiral Magruder thus becomes explicable. He is 
a Jeffersonian who has dared raise his voice against 
the chief governmental disease of the day.

correspondence, manuscripts and private 
notes of James Boswell in a leaky attic of 


Boswell’s Auchinleck Castle, in Scotland, 
where rain water had been dripping on 
them for a century or more, may in the 
literary sense compare with the uncovering 
of Leonardo’s Last Supper in thevrhay loft 
of a barn which had once been the convent 
church of Santa Maria delle Grazie? In- 
dications are .that these old manuscripts, 
which have been purchased by Col. Ralph 
H. Isham of: New York, will turn out to 
be an enormous treasure trove. 

Boswell, the inventor of the “interview,” 
is justly famous for his treatment of the 
rich talk of Dr. Samuel Johnson. Johnson 
would be But a small figure in English lit- 
erature but for Boswell’s masterly book. It 
was Boswell who “Johnsonized England.” 
Fancy the same method applied to long 
talks with Voltaire and other notables of 
the late eighteenth century! Boswell was 
an inveterate note-taker; he flitted from one 
celebrity of his time to another; he. seems 
to have recorded his talks and his impres- 
sions, and these sadly dampened manu- 
scripts—which nevertheless seem to be de- 
cipherable—appear to be the record of his 
observations and listenings. If they are all 
that is claimed for them, they are a great 
discovery. 

Already, of course, we have “Boswelli- 
ana,”’ which.is made up out of Boswell’s 
commonplace book. It is well worth while. 
Some of his correspondence has also ap- 
peared. It may well be that the cream of 
him has been skimmed. But surely there 
are Ruggets in this mass—which includes 
the_mAnuscript of the “Life of Johnson” it- 
self” Boswell was a great reporter.
